The forms swayed 
and then crashed into the safety 
net. 

The net, swung under the bridge 
to prevent workers from falling to 
their deaths, wag unable to with- 
stand the terrific strain,

The twisted wreckage and men 
gtruck the water at the ce 
to San Francisco Bay.

Motril columns drove through the 
mountain villages of Los Tabilones 
and La Garnatilla where, said an 
official communique, about 20 Gov- 
ernment soldiers were killed in a 
skirmish. 

These columns moved slowly, 
however, to permit a thorough 
mopping up. 

This correspondent traveled from 
Malaga to Granada and witnessed 
the steady infiltration of insurgent 
troops from the occupied Malaga 
territory along the new fron: about 
250 miles in a straight line south- 
west of Valencia, temporary seat 
of the Madrid Government on the 
Eastern Mediterranean seaboard. 

Insurgent officers declared their 
broad front would be shoved east- 
ward and northward against Val- 
encia with little fighting to do on 
the way.

If the boxer fails 
to arise, he will be counted out, un- 
less the referee decides that the 
low blow was intentionally deliv- 
ered. 

Should the boxer arise and con- 


tinue fighting, his opponent will 
lose the round because of the low 
blow.

The fighters must wear protec- 
tors of the New York type, which 
are supposed to afford absolute se- 
curity to boxers against low 
punches. 
The commission at its session con- 
sidered other fouls. It was decided 
that butting would be considered a 
ground for disqualification if, in 
the opinion of the referee, the of- 
fense was deliberate. An attempt 
to abolish the existing “clean break” 
rule and substitute one compelling 
the fighter to protect himself at 
all times, the old Marguis of 
Queensberry requirements, failed to 
meet the approval of the commis- 
sion. As a result of the ruling, 
Billy McCarney, manager of Brown, 
complained today that the commis- 
sion was picking on his fighter.

Trailing Freis- 
inger on the last turn, not more 
than 70 feet from the finish, Hurd 
took the Chicagoan with a grand 
burst of speed to sneak across the 
line inches ahead. 

The time of 6:16.8 compared well 
with national indoor mark of 
5:54.8, officials said, considering the 
difference in the courses. The Arena 
is about two laps more to the mile 
than the usual indoor courses. 

Hurd’s time for the one-mile was 
nearer the national record. He 
made it in 2:58.1 and the listed 
Siandard is 2:41.2.

DENOUNCES ARMY’S 
PART IN POLITICS 


Calls for Non-Aggression 
Treaty With Soviet Union 
as ire’s Strongest De- 
fense Policy. .

TOKIO, Feb. 17.—The veteran 
liberal, Yukio Ozaki, today urged 
a Russian-Japanese non-aggression 
pact as the empire’s' strongest pos 
sible defense policy, in an attack 
on army influence in politics. 

Ozaki, former Minister of Jus- 
tice and member of every Diet 
since parliamentary government 
was established in Japan a half 
century ago, led the attack of par: 
ty leaders against the proposed ar- 
mament budget and what ~ he 
charged was diplomacy provocative 
of war. 

The 78-year-old orator spoke be- 
fore a House of Representatives 
that listened in silence. He bitterly 
denounced the Japanese-German 


anti-Communism pact, charging the | that the book accounts and the 


sole gain from the agreement would 
be Berlin’s. 

“T can’t understand,” he declared, 
“how Japan can shake hands with 
such a country as Germany. 

“Such empty thought as Com- 
munism could never be propagated 
in Japan,” he added. “It was the 
height of folly for Japan to ask 
help of a foreign country to wipe 
out Communism.” 

Difficulty in Army Attitude. 

Ozaki expressed faith in the abil- 
ity of the newly-formed govern- 
ment of Senjuro Hayashi to cope 
with all current Japanese prob- 
lems, but added the difficulty Tay 
in the army’s attitude. 

. He accused the troops, although 
under direct command of the Em- 
peror, of acting without his orders. 
Observers took his assertion to re 
fer to military activity in politics. 

Ozaki, who was the only Japanese 
Liberal who dared to eriticise open- 
ly the Japanese conquest of Man- 
churia, demanded to know whether 
Japan’s expanding armaments were 
to meet an internal or external 
threat, and, if external, did the 
threat appear by land or sea. 

“I think it would be impossible 
for Japan to fight an enemy 
alone,” he declared, “if defense by 
land and sea were needed.” 


For Friendly Relations. 

Establishment of fundamental 
friendly relations with the Soviet 
Union, China, the United States and 
Great Britain, he said, would be 
the best defense in such a case. 

He paid tribute to China as be- 
ing ready and eager for co-opera- 
tion provided Japan pursued a de- 
cently friendly policy. 

The repeated attacks against the 
army by political leaders were 
thought to have brought danger of 
dissolution of the Diet measurably 
closer. . 

Should party members not end 
their feud with the army in the 
next few days, observers ‘felt, the

We have another tempest in a 
teapot. The newspapers, the oft 
quoted fourth estate, are “legislat- 
ing.” However, Congressional com- 
mittees have not yet reported bills 
to their respective bodies. 

t accept the theory of the need 
of judicial reform and I sustain 
the President’s approach to re- 
form, for his suggestions not 
grastic. They do not falsify those 
who have been demanding consti- 
tutional changes, or changés mod- 
ifying the Court’s own rules. 

Democracy means fair play. It 
protects open discussion, expects 
differences of opinion. The fact 
that we have a written Constitu- 
tion does not mean that we al- 
ways know what the Constitution 
means. It has been stated—I should 
say understated—by the great Chief 
Justice of the present Supreme 
Court that the Constitution means 
what the Judges say it does, and 
by that statement he accepts in 
toto what I assume is'a necessity 
in lands with written constitutions, 
the theory of judicial review.” 

Judicial review is essential to 
the proper functioning of a written 
constitution, I accept the process. 
I like it. It is with its abuse that 
I take issue. The abuse is not a 
simple one. The primary fault with 
judicial review as it works is sim- 
ply this: After the Judges have 
handed down a reasoned decision, 
giving their meaning to a partic- 
ular part of the Constitution, then 
in the next case the Judges do not 
go back to the original Constitu- 
tion, but follow: the precedent of 
their own decision or that of their 
predecessors, In a’ period of 150 
years some of the original mean- 
ings in our Constitution have be- 
come different. A demand-for re- 
form must come. 

Take the following sentence: 
“All persons,.born -or lized | 
in the United States, and subject 
to the jurisdiction thereof, are citi- 
zens of the United States and of 
the state wherein they reside. No 
state shall deny to any persen with- 
in its jurisdiction the equal pro- 
tection of the laws.” Now that is 
simple. Everyone knows what «a 
“person” means. But the Supreme 
Court has found that the word 
“person” means not only “person” 


but also “corporation.” 

Amendment Way.” 

I believe in adjusting our con- 
stitutional process in the simplest 
way instead of in the hardest way. 
The hardest way and the longest 
way is to amend the Constitution. 
Therefore, I admire President 
Roosevelt’s recommendations at the 
present time. There is nothing 
drastic in them. Many, to be sure, 
have tried to make it appear that 
the question is a fight between the 
President and the Supreme Court. 
But a more drastic part of the rec- 
ommendation has nothing to -do 
with the Supreme Court, for the 
President’s most important .correc- 
tive recommendation has to do with 
an ill which every thoughtful per- 
son will recognize igs bad. govern- 
ment. 

This ill is the practice of dis- 
trict courts staying the processes 
of laws passed by the Congress and 
signed by the President, by issuing 
injunctions on no better justifica- 
tion than that in the opinion of 
the court those laws are un 
tutional We cannot go into the 
history of such a condition, but it 
is with us, and a court of limited 
jurisdiction, therefore, can stop the 
whele process of.a general govern- 
mental activity. Such is govern- 
mental chaos. 

Consider this example: The Con- 
gress of the United States" passes 
& general law and some citizen of 
the United States, or a corporation 
(which is a legal person) goes to 
& court in a district and gets an 
injunction. Thus, a single man 
who cannot be removed from office 
except by impeachment can delay 
the will of the people of the United

I approve, but it has been abused, 
and every student of history knows 
it. If the American people will 
study history, political theory and 
economics, and get their ideas from 
such sources, instead of from the 
slogans or newspaper headlines, 
they need have no‘fear of the Pres- 
ident’s recommendations. 

Can one conceive of anything 
more out of harmony with good 
goverment than the following? 
Laws have been enforced for as 
long as 56 years before they were 
struck down by the Supreme 
Court. In one case a law was de- 
clared unconstitutional which 
actually provided for the inclusion 
of states into the Union. 


Until of late there have not been 
a great number of acts of Congress 
declared unconstituional. It is a 
growing habit, and it is at the re- 
forming of this habit that the 
presidential recommendations are 
aimed. The first law to pass in 
judicial review was the famous 
case of Marbury vs. Madison, which 
the Court decided in 1803. This 
opinion struck down a law that was 
14 years old, Then there was not 
another law stricken down until 
1857 and then not another until 
1865. Since 1900 to the present 
day 46 have been declared uncon- 
stitutional, and of these 46, 13' 
opinions have been delivered since 
President Roosevelt became Presi- 
dent. 


The Constitution provides that 
“the judicial. power shall ¢xtend 
to all cases, in law and equity.” 
The Supreme Court has promul- 
gated its own rules of procedure, 
and it decided early that it would 
hear only real causes and contro- 
versies, which, of course, means 
that it does not assist the Legis- 
lature by advisory opinions as is 
done in many of our states. But 
there have been many Cases that 
have gone to the Supreme Court 
that are there primarily for advice, 
For example, when someone sues 
for a difference in interest on & 

v the old value the dollar 
in gold and the new yalue of the’ 
dollar, that is not a real cause.

No man 
can go to the expense of carrying 
a case to the Supreme Court to 
collect a couple of dollars.

Courts and Circuit Courts 
of Appeal and litigants are left in 
confusion and uncertainty under 
new statutes until the questions are 
finally passed upon by the Supreme 
Court. This usually takes many 
months. : 

With the objectives of this bill 
therefore to make the administra- 
tion of justice more speedy, equal 
and certain, I am in complete sym- 
pathy and have no doubt that legis- 
lation along those lines will be en- 
acted. | 


Ne Congestion in Court, 

With the provisions of the bill, 
however, to reorganize the courts 
by appointment of additional judges, 
I cannot go elong.. ae : 
~ One of the arguments advanced 
as to the necessity for such judges 
is the alleged fact that the dock- 
ets of the courts are congested. This 
argument does not apply to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
because the docket of such court 
is not congested and has not been 
for a long length of time. All mat- 
ters brought before that tribunal 
are disposed of promptly and de- 
cisively. 

If the dockets of some of the low- 
er courts are in fact congested and 
the business of such courts justify 
additional judges, the presentation 
of the facts by the Department of 
Justice will, in my opinion, receive 
a ready response by the members 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee 
and the Senate itself.

— Fol- 
lowing is the radio address in part 
delivered tast night. by Senator 
William G.-McAdoo of California, 
defending President + Roosevelt's 
court program: 

I wart to talk to you tonight 
not as a lawyer, but as a layman, 
and to give you, in untechnical 
language and with such clarity of 
expression as I am able to ‘com- 
| mand, an outline of the issue raised 
by the President’s proposal for ju- 
dicial reform ‘1 the United States. 

To do this, we must know the 
constitutional background, the 
character of the judicial organiza- 
tion we now have, and the extent 
to which the President proposes an 
enlargement and reform of our ju- 
dicia] structure. 

First of all, let us turn to Sec- 
tion i, Article III, of the Consti- 
tution of the United States. This 
provides: _ 

1. “The judicial power of the 
United States shall be vested in one 
Supreme Court and in such inferi- 
or courts as the Congress may 
from time to time ordain and es- 
tablish. 

2. “The Judges both of the Su- 
preme and inferior courts shall 
hold their offices during good be- 
havior and shall receive for their 
services a compensation which 
shall not be diminished during their 
continuance in office.” 

This is clear enough to the most 
ordinary mind. “ Everyone under- 
stands that the entire “judicial 
power of the United States” is not 
vested in a single Supreme Court 
all by itself. It is specifically vest- 
ed in one Supreme Court and “such 
inferior courts as the Congress 
may from time to time ordain and 
establish.” 

In pursuance of this power, the 
Congress has. established 10 Cir- 
cuit Courts of Appeal and 85 Dis- 
trict Courts in the various states. 

What President’s Is. 

What we are talking about, there- 
fore, is the President’s proposal for 
an increase of six in the mempber- 
ship of the Supreme Court and an 
increase of 50 Judges for the Cir- 
cuit Courts of Appeal and the Dis- 
trict Courts of the United States. 
He suggests also certain reforms 
in judicial procedure, the details 
‘of which I need not discuss in this 
speech. You will, therefore, see 
that, in the judicial reforms the 
President has in mind, the Supreme 
Court is merely an integral part of 
the enlarged organization of all the 
Federal Courts, to enable them to 
give to the people speedy and equal 
justice. 

The first question I wish to dis- 
cuss is the proposed increase of 
members of the Supreme Court. 
Who has the power to increase the 
number of Justices? The President 
has no such authority. Congress 
alone has the power, but it is the 
duty of the President, expressly 
provided in the Constitution itself, 
to “recommend to the consideration 
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now. It should be our chief con- 
cern to secure to the people, who 
are forced to go into the courts 
for the protection of their rights, 
the benefits of a judicial system 
which will assure expeditious deci- 
sion of their cases and at the low- 
est possible expensé to them. 

We have always boasted that the 
humblest citizen shall have protec- 
tion of the laws and we frequent- 
ly repeat the maxim—a false one, 
in my opinion—that “for every 
wrong there is a remedy.” It may 
be said that no greater outrage 
can be committed upon the citi- 
zen, who finds it necessary to take 
his case into the courts, than to 
deprive him of justice by long and 
unnecessary delays, odcasloned 
either by congested courts or by 
the technica] tactics of clever law- 
yers, or by Judges who have be- 
come incompetent and dull-witted, 
who sit for life and are not ae- 
countable to any authority. 

', Only Four Judges Removed. 

Every officer and employe of the 
United States Govérnment, with 
the exception of the life-holding 
Judges, is subject either to recall 
by the people in elections held at 
stated intervals, or to removal 
through the executive power of re- 
moval. But the Judge cannot be 
reached except through impeach- 
ment proceedings brought by the 
entire House of ‘Representatives 
and tried by the entire Senate, sit- 
ting as a court, where a two-thirds 
vote is required to convict. In the 
148 years of our national existence, 
only four Judges have been re- 
moved by impeachment. 

We do not establish courts to 
give offices for life to Judges, nor. 
do we establish them for the bene- 
fit of lawye The Judges and the 
lawyers are mere instrumentalities 
through which justice for the liti- 
gant:is supposed to be obtained, ac- 
cording to the form and letter of 
the law. We establish courts to 
secure justice for the people, and 
it is the people who must be con- 
sidered..first in any scheme of or- 
ganization or in any measures 
which may be adopted within the 
limits of the Constitution to pro- 
vide them with the means of se- 
curing justice. 

Do you realize what frightful in- 
justices.and suffering are occa- 
sioned every day in the United 
States by the law’s delays? Let me 
iliistrate by a few supposititious

Agrees to Conference on Cur- 
tailing of Extra-Territorial- 
ity Right.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17. — The 
United States agreed today to con- 
sider revision of a treaty under 
which it has held extra-territorial- 
ity rights in Egypt since 1830. 

United States Minister Bert Fish 
presented to the Government of 
Egypt the United States Govern- 
ment’s acceptance of an invitation 
to participate with Egypt and other 
powers in a conference on the ques- 
tion at Montreux, Switzerland, be- 
ginning April 12. 

The action is Egypt's first step 
toward the abolition of “capitula- 
tions,” as  extra-territoriality is 
known in the Near East. It is in- 
tended to complete re-establishment 
of Egyptian independence under 
the recent British-Egyptian treaty. 

Under the  extra-territoriality 
rights, no American citizen may be 
taxed by Egypt without the consent 
of the United States Government. 
None may be tried for civil or crim- 
inal offenses except by American 
consular representatives or by 
“mixed courts on which the United 
States Government is represented.” 

Information reaching here was 
that Egypt wished to terminate out- 
right the financial capitulations, 
thus obtaining freedom of action in 
taxation of foreigners. It is expect- 
ed, also, to propose the transfer to 
the mixed courts, for an interim 
period, all or part of the remaining 
extra-territorial jurisdiction held by 
foreign governments, (Twelve other 
nations besides. the United States 
have extra-territoriality rights in 
Egypt.) 

About 700 Americans reside per- 
manently in Egypt, and the com- 
bined American property °invest- 
ment in that country totals several 
millions of. dollars, This consists 
chiefly of missionary school prop- 
erty and plants operated by General 
Motors Corporation, Ford Motor Co, 
and other concerns.

Our system of representative government, the 
’ foundation upon which it stands,.and whatever - 
hope it may have for the future, depends on fair 
and honest elections. ... You have the right to 
open the ballot boxes and examine the ballots to 
ascertain whether or not election frauds have 
been committed. Again, I urge you most strongly 
to do your duty in this respect. 
These are Judge Joynt’s words, uttered Feb, 1. 
They were heartily concurred in by all and 
honest men. \ 
Yet, a few days later, a motion to prevent the grand 
jury from opening the boxes is filed \by three polit- 
ical lawyers, in behalf of five residents of Mike Kin- 
ney’s ward, who publicly confess they are dummy 
plaintiffs. What is the motive behind the suit? The 
only possible motive could be to cover up crime. 
The motion is argued and it appears that the chief 
point in its favor is that the ballote—the evidence 
in the case—should have been destroyed one year 
after the election. There is a law on the books pro- 
viding for such destruction, but making specific ex- 
ception in the event a contest or a grand. jury in- 
vestigation is pending, in which case the ballots shall 
be preserved until the contest or investigation is 
complete. 
Prior to the expiration of the year, Circuit Attor- 
ney Miller ordered the ballots held, announcing -his 
intention of presenting them to the grand jury for 
inquiry. Was_not the inquiry, by that action, im- 
pending? 
Common sense says Yes. 
But why, may we ask, waiving the question of 
pendency, does the law provide for automatic burn- 
ing of the ballots in a year’s time, when another law 
grants a period of three years in which felony prose- 
cutions must be instituted? In such felony prosecu- 
tions, the ballots may be indispensable. 
Why was such a law put on the books? What 
GOOD purpose could be served by automatic burning 
of evidence? 
Judge Joynt did not indicate his view of the tech- 
nical objection thus raised; however, his examina- 
tion of various Supreme Court decisions led him ‘to 
the conclusion that the statutes concerning elections 
were not clear enough to permit the opening of the 
ballot boxes in this case. Judge Joynt’s charge of 
Feb. 1 is reversed by Judge Joynt’s ruling of Feb. 16.

It became 
stronger still at the time of the 
id-clause decisions, when it 
seemed to me that the court came 
perilously near to repealing the ex- 
press power of Congress to regulate 
the value of money, and just avoid- 
ed, by what I thought was rather 
ynsatisfactory reasoning, landing 
the country in a desperately danger- 
ous situation. 
Then, when the majority of the

that could be taken to mean that 
the national Government was with- 
out power to safeguard the food 
supply of the nation or effectively 
to conserve its soil and natural re- 
sources, it seemed to me that there 
was trouble ahead.

FOR MORE PAROLES 


Testifies at Legislative Hearing 
on System—Part of 
Session Secret. 
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Feb. 17.— 
The unofficial committee of Sen- 
ators and Representatives investi- 
gating the State Prison Parole sy 
tem, conducted part of its question- 
ing of Parole Commissioner George 
D. Bryant, in secret yesterday on a 
motion by. Senator Lewis, of St 
Louis to exclude reporters and 
others from the hearing. 

The announced of the 
inquiry, conducted on an informal 
agreement between the penal in- 
stitutions and reform schools com- 
mittees of the House and Senate, 
is to ascertain. what corrective leg- 
islation dealing with the parole 
system is needed, if any. Senator 
Shea of St: Louis is chairman of 
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the joint committee. 

During the public. part of the 
hearing, Bryant was questioned on 
the parole procedure, which he de 
scribed, and was asked for his 
recommendations on improvement 
of the system. He said the present 
method did not suit him, suggested 
that more prisoners be paroled 
than are now, and that a pian for 
State supervision of paroled con- 
victs be adopted. 

He said 138 prisoners received 
gpecial paroles last year before 
they became eligible for automatic 
commutation of sentence under the 
rule which provides they may leave 
the prison conditionally after serv- 
ing seven-twelfths of their time 
In 1936, 16 special paroles, were 
granted by the Governor, he said. 
A total of 1421 went out last year 
on commutations, according to Bry- 
ant. 

Before the hearing began, mem- 
bers said they intended to investi- 
gate cases in which it has been al- 
leged political influence was used to 
obtain the release of notorious crim- 
inals. 

Four or five such instances in 
which St. Louisans were concerned 
are among those selected for in- 
quiry, it was said. 

Whether the committee adopted 
this line of investigation during its 
secret session could not be learned.

BARS BENEFITS TI 10 STRIKERS 


TRENTON, N..J., Feb. .17.—New 
Jersey's récently enacted ‘job irisur- 
ance law would bar all strikers from 
benefits. 

When a man loses hig job, the 
law provides he shall wait two 
weeks and then apply for benefits 
which give him 50 per cent of his 
full-time weekly wage not to exceed 
$15, nor less than $5. Strikers 
would lose their status, however, No 
benefit will be paid until 1939. 

The act specifically disqualifies 
a person whose unemployment is 
due to a labor dispute, the only ex- 
ception being, if “he is not partici- 
pating in or financing or directly 
interested in the labor ‘dispute 
which caused the stoppage of work.” 

A State official pointed out that 
persons in subsidiary plants whose 
work is stopped would be eligible 
for benefits provided they did not 
actively support the strike.

An exile from Germany now, 
Frau Sender had a prominent part 
in the political regime that estab- 
lished the short-lived German re- 
public after the war, as a member 
of the Reichstag. There .were sév- 
eral women members, it will be re- 
membered, and in that brief period 
it looked as if German women were 
about to take the lead among all 
women in political emancipation 
and advancement. Then came Hitler 
who slapped them back into the 
Kinder, Kirche and Kueche role 
ascribed to them by the Kaiser, 
only more so. She was the young- 
est member of the Reichstag, 26 
when she was elected in 1918, and 
remained the youngest member all 
through’ the 13% years of the re- 
public. An extraordinary woman 
in anybody's country, and still ex- 
traordinary as a German, a liberal 
and a feminist. ‘ 

“There weren't many like me in 
Germany,” she acknowledged in an 
intervie” at the Roosevelt Hotel, 
“but I seem to have had this in- 
stinct even as « child already’— 
lapsing a little into her own idiom. 
“At 15 I announce. my intention 
of being independent and in deti- 
ance of family and conventions, 
went to France to do office work 
in an industrial plant and I have 
been self-supporting ever since.” 
“Ah, yes,” she signed with a ges- 
ture of hopelessness “women lost 
more headway than any other class 
with the downfall of the democ- 
racy we tried to start in Germany.” 
As an advanced femininist in the 
days of the suffragettes and as 
head of a revolutionary soldiers’ 
council which promoted her to of- 
fice, it is hard to picture her—a 
tiny, vivid little thing with a mop 
of black hair, plenty of curves 
hugged by a beige knitted frock, 
quick bird-like movement and for 
all her learning, accomplishments 
and political objectivity, keeping a 
feminine viewpoint. An  experi- 
enced néwspaper woman, she kept 
suggesting, “We mustn’t be too dis- 
cursive or we won't get all this into 
the paper.” A correspondent now 
for Paris and Brustels papers, she 
has been editor « -a daily paper, 
of a trade union journal and a wom- 
en’s magazine.

“Miss” Sender. It was only in 
the Reichstag she was known as 
“Frau.” “Immediately a German 
woman attains an independent po- 
sition in business or professions, 
she is called ‘Frau,’ whether she 
is married or not,” she explained. 
“‘Fraulein’ really meang nothing 
except a diminutive of ‘Frau.’ The 
title has no dignity and in Germany 
it is assumed that if a woman has 
risen to any position at all, she 
must at least have acquired a hus- 
band on the way. It is the 
opposite in thig country. A woman 
having anh indépendent career, 
though married, often calls her- 
self ‘Miss.’ I think that is much 
better,” she said with a note of 
gleeful satisfaction. “It explains 
that her career is not dependent 
upon her husband.

Imagine 
Hitler, who was not born a Ger- 
man, depriving me, with many gen- 
erations of German ancestry back 
of me, of my citizenship! It was 
not because I am half Jewish that 
he expelled me. He did not know 
at the time I' had Jewish blood. I 
was offensive to him in my oppo- 
sition because I came of bourgeois 
people and it was from the big 
middle class he must get his fol- 
lowing.” 

In her “discursive” recital she 
told how the failure of the Repub- 
lic was because the country had 
not a long tradition of democracy, 
and how being promised a decent 
peace after the war if they would 
establish a decent derfiocracy, Allied 
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forces betrayed them with constant 
reprisals when reparations were 
not delivered on time, occupation,

Asked the question uppermost in 
many minds today, if she saw be- 
tween Hitler and Rongevelt an 
analogy, she replied, “When I was 
en tare years Dan Saw: & Se 
similarity between the man, 
Huey Long, and Hitler. I see no 
such similarity between Roosevelt 
and Hitler.”. Whereupon she deliv- 
ered the observations quoted at the 
beginning of this piece. She was 
aware of the controversy raging 
over the Federal judiciary reorgan- 
ization. 


“I think every violation of civil 
rights should be taken up and 
fought for,” she declared. “It ‘is 
very important that no civil right 
be violated. I would not see any 
illegal seizure of power. For my 
part, as a Socialist I don’t think 
Roosevelt goes very far. Being a 
Socialist does no| mean that I am 
opposed to individualism, either. 
There is a great change in the 
mentality of the working classes 
in this country. It hasn’t been 60 
rapid as in Europe. It is much 
easier there to line workers up into 
trade unions. But there is a grow- 
ing consciousness of economic in- 
equality here in the last 10, the last 
five years. There is danger of 
violence if laws are not adapted to 
the changing times. I would not 
see authority usurped illegally, but 
it seems to me it should be a lit- 
tle easier to change the Constitu- 
tion in a legal way so as to ac- 
complish economic reforms.”

N ALL probability some 30 lost 
articles will be checked into lost 
and found departments of each of 
the downtown department stores 
today. Seventy per cent of them 
will never be called for by the los- 
ers and rightful owneis, who, nine 
and a half times out of 10, will be 
those careless creatures—women. 

And what will they lose? They 
will lose children, and husbands 
(though these are not entered on 
file cards), mothers and grandmoth- 


ers, transformations and false teeth, 
bank books and license plates, 
pocketbooks and negotiable bonds, 
love letters and the fish for dinner, 
umbrellas and wedding rings, sew- 
ing machine parts and sandwiches. 
And handkerchiefs and gloves, and 
gloves and handkerchiefs (these 
aren’t counted anymore — too com- 
mon). Briefly, they will lose any- 
thing they can get in the store door, 
which precludes horses, of course. 
Not that one of the custodians of 
lost articles we talked to the oth- 
er day would mind at that. She 
likes horses, and thinks a nice over- 
sized horse would be pleasant com- 
pany after some of the children 
she’s had to keep under control 
during the three years she’s cor- 
ralled lost valuables for their own- 
ers. If department store doors ac- 
commodated horses though, it’s cer- 
tain she’d have a horse to handle. 
Everything else seems to have been 
lost by women shoppers at some 
time or other.

When no one 
reported a dog missing, it . was 
turned over to the Humane 5So- 
ciety, where it was announced that 
the dog had once had rabies, Such 
excitement, such suspense, such 
rushing to be innoculated! Twelve 
store employes were in on that 
mess, and they still wonder if any 
of the customers contracted a 
slight infection from the animal! 
Baby cases represent a fine study 
in human rature, and incidentally 
in the treatment these babies are 
used to at home. One department 
store has had as many as eight 
children in one day, lined up on a 
bench, waiting for their mothers 
to discover they’re missing.

UT when someone loses a wed- 
ding license, a wedding ring, or 
a love letter, there’s no procras- 
tination about reporting it to the 
lost and found. Even when you 
haven't opened the letters you can 
tell when it’s valued “for sentimen- 
tal reasons” by the red face of the 
loser, and her frantic efforts to be 
composed about a “packet of letters 
with a rubber band around them.” 
When a man loses something — 
and it’s usually gloves—he either 
asks at the desk for it that very 
day, or doesn’t bother about his loss. 
Best of all he makes no fuss. He 
doesn’t feel that you're deliberately 
holding out on him, as his wife is 
not above implying.

off by the pressure of the fluid on 
its blood vessels. Whenever the 
blood supply is cut off from any 
organ or tissue, gangrene sets in. 
The inevitable result of gangrene 
of the appendix is perforation or 
bursting of that organ with con- 
sequent escape of its infective con- 
tents into the abdominal cavity, 
where it causes general peritonitis. 

The rupture or bursting of an ap- 
pendix is not always followed by 
general peritonitis, for sometimes 
the resulfant peritonitis remains 
localized in the form of an ab 
scess; but this too is a highly un- 
desirable and menacing state of af- 
fairs, because the abscess © itself 
may rupture and lead to a fatal 
outcome. When infecting material 
escapes or ruptures into the peri- 
toneal cavity, the seriousness of the 
damage increases almost mathe 
matically and very rapidly from the 
moment the rupture occurs, 

There is nothing at any time dur- 
ing this whole train of events that 
makes it possible for the surgeon 
to say with any degree of certainty 
whether or not the appendix is go- 
ing to rupture. As a matter of 
fact, in many instances, when all 
the symptoms seem to be rapidly 
disappearing and the patient re 
ports himself improving, the ap 
parent improvement may be due 
to a beginning gangrene. 

In view of the rapid course that 
the disease may run and the in- 
ability of the surgeon to predict 
the outcome, and further, in view 
of the fact that early removal of 


rapidity, we surgeons regard every 
case of appendicitis as an emer 
gency calling for prompt surgical 
interference. A surgeon who is 
willing to delay in the face of facts 
such as have been outlined—and 
what a sketchy outline it is!—is 
incompetent, unwise or a victim of 
chronically wishful thinking.
